1. Presentation on e-Learning and eConcordia (FFAC-2010-01-22-D1). 


Dr. David Graham, Provost and Vice-President, Academic and Dr. Patrick Devey, Chief Learning 
Officer, eConcordia, were present to answer questions about the presentation that had been sent to 
Council members (FFAC-2010-01-22-D1). 


In general, the University is trying to “normalize” eConcordia course offerings to bring them more 
in line with existing course offerings. Several Council members questioned the financial impact, 
and while this is certainly important, Dr. Graham also noted that a high proportion of Concordia 
students are part time, and are interested in time-shifting arrangements. We need to do more to 
serve these students and to allow them to finish their degrees in a timely fashion. While local 
students with scheduling issues are often choosing eConcordia offerings, these courses are of equal 
interest to students in remote communities who are unable to attend the University. Dr. Graham 
also noted that to be successful, we must attract new students from outside Concordia. If we do 
not, we are simply cannibalizing our current course offerings. 


After a brief discussion, Dr. Devey demonstrated an eConcordia course, showing members what a 
student who is registered for such a course would be viewing. There is a large investment the 
first time a course is developed and they would normally need to be refreshed every 3 — 4 years. 
Large lecture classes are easiest to convert, so Fine Arts is not necessarily a high priority for 
eConcordia at this time. Use of the technology, in a “blended” format (i.e. on-line and in-class) 
may also be of interest to our faculty members. 


Dr. Graham and Dr. Devey indicated that they would be happy to meet with individual 
departments and invited departments to contact them.

e We have just received confirmation that the provincial and federal governments have 
allocated $11 million for construction of the new facilities for Music, Theatre and 
Contemporary Dance in the MB and GM buildings. Theatre and Contemporary Dance 
were moved last summer. Construction for the Music Department is underway and 
they will be moved downtown during summer 2010. When this is done, the 
performing arts will be consolidated on the downtown campus.

7. Update on Grey Nuns 


The Dean provided an update to Council on Grey Nuns planning, referencing as well the report of 
the Associate Dean, Planning and Facilities (FFAC-2010-01-22-D5) which provided a breakdown 
of the departments and units that would be moved to GN during Phase I. 


All departments currently housed outside of the EV building will be moved to GN in Phase I 
(approximately five years from now). Therefore, the current configuration for Phase I of the 
project is as follows:

As always, there will be some overlaps (core technical workshops, computer labs, etc.) which will 
be duplicated on both the EV and GN sites until Phase II has been completed and all remaining 
departments and units have also been moved from EV to GN (Phase II). A Learning Commons 
(including the Fine Arts library collections, Visual Media Resources, Visual Resource collections, 
and some CDA facilities) will also be part of Phase I at the Grey Nuns site. 


The Dean also introduced Kirsten Sutherland, Design and Planning Manager, Facilities 
Management who answered several questions about the forthcoming architectural competition, and. 
the “classified” status of the Grey Nuns site.
